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tae COLLECTION herein described, and now offered for 
sale, will be found worthy of special attention. 

Mr. Nebe (a noted professional bookbinder) was a close and 

enthusiastic student of the Drama, and gathered a large number 
of his dramatic prints prior to the publication of Mr. Ireland’s 
Records of the New York Stage (1866). It need therefore 
occasion no surprise when many prints of extraordinary rarity 
and interest are found in this collection. 
: With the possible exception of Mr. John Oliver, of Bradstreet’s, 
Mr. Nebe had closer relations with the old-time book-collectors, 
and bourd more of their extra-illustrated books, than any one 
- who cov’? be named. In reciprocation for favors extended, he 
was allowed to take copies of many unique or particularly rare 
portraits which passed through his hands, and this accounts for 
the extraordinary number of drawings in the collection. He 
was ‘p: ssessed of considerable artistic ability, and many speci- 
men; uf his drawings in bistre will approve themselves to the 
critical eye. Nearly all of the pen-and-ink drawings are the 
work of Major David E. Cronin, the famous and foremost hand- 
illustrator of books in this country, and whose superb work for 
Mr. Astor, Mr. Daly, the New York Historical’ Society, and 
others has been so frequently mentioned in the public press. 

The condition of the prints forming this collection is excep- 
tionally good. Mr. Nebe gave them his personal attention, 
backing, inlaying, splitting, cleaning, repairing and mounting 
them himself as occasion called for; and it goes without saying 


that the work was neatly and skillfully executed.
